Like hell 
they are!” This was followed by an 
even more violent editorial April 26, 
when this paper charged that Jap- 
anese barbers were working in U. 8S. 
army posts in order to obtain mil- 
itary information from the soldiers 
they shaved. The very next day the 
Port Captain, “searching for dyna- 
mite”, raided three buildings occu- 
pied by Japanese fishermen.
